I. INTRODUCTION 

On June 15, 2005, a Request for Due Process Hearing was filed with the Student 
Hearing Office, by counsel for the parent, Roberta Gambale, Esq. The request alleges 
DCPS failed to comply with an April 28, 2005 Hearing Officer's Determination (HOD). 

A Due Process Hearing was convened on July 20, 2005, at the District of 
Columbia Public Schools, {"DCPS"), 825 North Capitol Street, N.E., 8 th Floor, 
Washington, D.C. 20002. Katherine Rodt, Esq., Attorney-Advisor, represented DCPS. 
Roberta Gambale, Esq-, represented the parent Five Day Disclosure Letters were entered 
irrto the record, without any objection by either party. On behalf of the parent: Disclosure 
Letter dated July 12, 2005: NB-J through NB-10. On behalf of DCPS: Disclosure Letter 
dated July 13, 2005. Parent's counsel waived a formal reading of the Due Process 
Rights. The parties did not introduce any testimony in this case, as the matter was settled 
on the record.
